Bar- 
tholomew cautioned against let- 
ting the usefulness of public 
works in furnishing employment 
outweigh consideration of three 
specific functions—meeting basic 
community needs for services and 
structures; facilitating commerce 
and industry; providing a good

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16 (AP).— 
The War Manpower Commission 
today divided its list of 35 essen- 
tial activities into two general di- 
visions, labeling one “critical.” 
The breakdown was issued as a 
guide to Selective Service in draft- 


In line with a directive of War 
Mobilization Director ®yrnes, reg- 
istrants in work on this top- 
priority list will be held on their 
jobs as long as possible to prevent 
disruption, of war production. 

Those at work in activities mak- 
ing up the rest of the list will be 
the first called to meet the quota 
for some 200,000 men of this age 
group by July 1. 

All jobs in seven general cate- 
sores were designated as critical. 

hese are: production of air- 
craft and parts; production of 
ships, boats and parts; production 
of ordnance and accessories; pro-|_ 


duction of ammunition; produc- 


tion of metal shapes and forgings 
for essential products; production 
of machinery, and production of 
essential rubber products. 

Except for scrap salvage, all 
jobs in smelting, refining and roll- 
ing of metals were listed as crit- 
ical, In the transportation serv- 
ices, coal mining and petroleum 
¢lassifications, most jobs were 
rated as critical. 

Some production of textiles, 
transportation equipment, indus- 
trial and agricultural equipment, 
chemicals and allied products, and 
communication equipment re- 
ceived top rating. 

Classifications with no critical 
listings include agriculture and 
commercial fishing; finishing of 
essential metal products, and pro- 
duction of apparel. 

WMC said that technical, scien- 
tific and research personnel en- 
gaged in any of the 35 essential 
categories would be regarded as in 
critical activities, whether or not

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RESIGNATION TALK 
AT CITY RUSPITAL 
OVER CRITICISM 


Dr. Wade Tells of Resent- 
ment Among Staff — 
Baby’s Death Natural, 
Says Verdict. | 


The intern and resident physi- 
cian staff are considering submit- 
ting resignations because of ad- 
verse publicity concerning alleged 
maltreatment of patients at City 
Hospital, Dr. Leo J. Wade, medi- 
cal director of the institution, said 
today, at a Coroner’s inquest into 
the death of Dorothy Hamm, 4 
months old, who died last Friday 
after receiving treatment at the 
hospMal for diarrhea. 

A verdict of death from gastro- 
enteritis, which was described as 
an inflammation of the _lhning 
membrance of the stomach and 
intestines, was returned by the 
jury. The child was the daughter 
of Mrs. Barbara Hamm, 1826 Rut- 
ger street, and Albert Hamm, a 
civil service employe on duty in 
Honolulu. 

From the witness stand, Dr. 
Wade read with considerable em- 
phasis a prepared statement: 

“To Whom It May Concern: Re- 
cent publicity concerning the al- 
leged maltreatment of patients at 
the City Hospital has been found 
to have no factual basis. If there 
still be any suspicion that we are 
not doing the best job possible un- 
der existing conditions, my house 
staff and I would welcome a most

The United Kingddm _suf- 
fered the heaviest casualties—- 
635,107, including 199,497_ killed, 
Churchill said, listing Dominion 
casualties as: 

Canada, 78,985; Australia, 84,- 
861; India, 152,597; New Zea- 
land, 34,115; South Africa, 28,- 
943, and other colonies, 28,946. 

Of the total, 282,162. .were 
killed, 386,374 were wounded, 
294,438 were prisoners, and 80,- 
580 were missing. Not includ- 
ed were service personnel dying 
from natural causes civilian 
casualties, or losses of mer- 
chant seamen, 


TWO U. S. NAVAL OFFICERS 
+ KILLED IN LUZON ACTION 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16 (AP).— 
The Navy announced today. that 
Admiral Theodore E. Chandler 
and Capt. Robert W. Fleming 
were killed in action during the 
invasion of Luzon Island, in the 
Philippines. 

Chandler’s last announced as- 
signment was commander of a 
cruiser division; Fleming’s last 
was a battleship. 

Chandler’s home was in Wash- 
ington where his wife lives. A 
native of Annapolis, Md., he was 
the son of Rear Admiral Lloyd H. 
Chandler, and was a graduate of 
Annapolis. His grandfather; Wil- 
liam E. Chandler, was Secretary 
of the Navy from 1882 to 1886. 

Fleming's widow, the former 
Emma Scott Stitt, daughter of 
Rear Admiral Edward R. Stitt 
(Medical Corps), also lives here. 
Fleming graduated from the Naval 
Academy in 1917,

RUSSIANS BREACH 
GERMAN LIE Oh 
75-MILE FRONT 


44 Generals Lead Push 
Below Warsaw — Ra- 
dom Taken—Nazis Ad- 


mit Reverse. 


LONDON, Jan. 16 (AP).—Rus- 
sian troops in a new offensive 
have struck forward 38 miles in 
a 75-mile-wide breakthrough be- 
tween Warsaw and the power- 
drive salient already thrust across 
Southern Poland to within 50 miles 
of German Silesia and within 21 
of Krakow, Premier Stalin an- 
nounced tonight. 

The Reds captured the strong 
German base of Radom, 60 miles 
south of Warsaw, in the advance. 

The German high command said 
Schlossberg, a highway junction, 
13 miles inside East Prussia to the 
north, had fallen to still another 
Soviet offensive. 

Stalin said in an order of the 
day that the newest push—sécond 
phase of the grand winter offen- 
sive announced by the Russians— 
sprang forward from Vistula Riv- 
er bridgeheads at Warka and Pu- 
lawy Sunday. The Soviet columns 
joined, capturing Warka, 28 miles 
south of Warsaw, Grojec; 15 miles 
farther northwest, and more than 
1300 other places, including Jed- 
linska, seven miles north of the 
German base of Radom, 

Warsaw Outflanked, 


The bresekthrough outflanked 
Warsaw from the south, and 
placed the ruined Polish capital in 
danger of encirclement. 

At least 44 Soviet generals led 
the new operation, Stalin said. It 
is under leadership of -Marshal 
Gregory K. Zhukov, who com- 
manded Russian forces which de-

To Kill Prisoners to Save Food 


Nazi Orders

WITH THE U. S. FIRSTARMY 
IN BELGIUM, Jan. 16 (AP), 
Nazi officers in several instances 
recently have ordered American 
prisoners shot because of food 
shortages, German captives re- 
ported yesterday. 

One captured German said ‘his 
liettenant told his company: 

“The food situation in Germany 
is bad. We don’t have. enough to 
feed any more prisoners, I hope 
you understand me.” 

Other prisoners from the same 
Volkagrenadier infantry division 
confirmed this and aaid they had 
been given permission to remove 
shoes and clothing from American 
dead or prisoners. 

Harsh treatment of prisoners 
was advocated by almost every 
German officer, they asserted. 
One German lieutenant colonel 
commanding a@ regiment ordered

his battalion commanders to “‘take 
as few prisoners as possible” and 
later was reported to have com- 
mitted suicide when threatened 
with capture himself, 

Several German prisoners gave 
statements that one of their 
company commanders ordered 40 
American soldiers shot when they 
surrendered after stubbornly de- 
fending the village. of Habscheid. 
The prisoners said the 40 Ameri- 
cans were put to death either on 
Dec. 19 or 20.

American shock troops 
also advanced into woods north- 
west of Gamsheim, nine miles 
north of the Alsatian capital. 

(The British radio said the 
Seventh Army action was a “pow- 
erful attack,” supported by war.

Down Coast and Back. 


The over-all picture was that of 
an audacious American carrier 
force sweeping from Formosa, 
where more than 100 ships and 
98 planes were destroyed or dam- 
aged Jan. 8, down to Indo-China 
for the Thursday strikes and back 
to the China coast on Saturday. 


In the Indo-China sweep the 
American flyers destroyed 112 
planes—77 were caught on the 
ground, so great was the surprise 
—and damaged about 50 others in 
their weternmost penetration of 
Japan’s inner defenses. 


They also heavily pounded key 
facilities at Saigon and Camranh 
Bay, excellent Indo-China ports in 
enemy hands. 


Oil refineries in the Saigon area, 
vital fuel source for Japan, were 
badly damaged. Fires were started 
in the Saigon navy yard. Oil stor- 
age facilities, warehouses and 
buildings in the Saigon area were 
set ablaze. A large dock at Cam- 
ranh Bay, one of Asia’s best har- 
bors, was demolished. 


16 U. S. Planes Lost. 


Sixteen American planes were 
lost in the raids on Indo-China, 
from which the Japanese appar- 
ently are trying to bolster their 
slipping Philippine holdings. 

One of the destroyed convoys 
contained an oiler, four medium 
cargo ships, two destroyer escorts 
and four coastal cargo ships, all 
sunk. 


The second convoy included a 
light cruiser, four destroyer es- 
corts, four oilers, seven medium 
cargo ships, two small cargo ships 
and one coastal vessel, all sunk 
or beached. 


In Camranh Bay, which is some 
150 miles north of Saigon, a de- 
stroyer escort and a small freight- 
er weré sunk.

Before MacArthur)

WITH UNITED STATES, 
FORCES ON LUZON, Jan. 16 
(AP).—Tall, blond Capt. Robert 
Lapham, of Davenport, la., Ameri- 
can who spent nearly three years 
leading thousands of armed Fili- 
pino guerrillas against the Japa- 
nese, came out of the Luzon hills 
today eager to tell about enemy 
forces, learn of the welfare of his 
parents back home and get a pair 
of American-made shoes.

BUENOS AIRES, Jan. 16 (AP). 
—President Edelmiro Farrell, at 
the behest of War Minister Juan 
Peron, demanded and obtained 
the resignation today of Foreign 
Minister Orlando Peluffo in what 
appeared to be a test of strength 
among Argentina's army rulers, 

Gen. Peluffo, who only a week 
ago was rebuffed by the Pan- 
American union in attempting to 
win an international hearing on 
his country’s wartime policies, 
said in a brief statement that 
Farrell requested him to step 
down, “not for reasons connected 
with my official functions .. . but 
because of my points of view re- | 
garding the government's recent 
Orientation of domestic matters.” 

Three other foreign ministry 
officials resigned with  Peluffo. 
The foreign minister himself is 
not the only key figure who has 
fallen in recent days. Three other 
army leaders are. no longer at 
their government posts. Their 
names can not be disclosed with- 
out violating the nation’s con- 
tinuing state-of-siege regulations. 

All these changes are declared 
in many quarters to be leading - 
up to a presidential election -—- 
with Col. Péron, now vice presi- 
dent as well as war minister, as 
a candidate. 

Gen. Peluffo has enjoyed great 
prestige among his army col- 
leagues in government ranks for 
his stand on diplomatic disputes 
with the United States. ; 

He is said to have thrown the 
full weight of this prestige 
against a program supported by 
Peron for return of constitutional 
normalcy through assumption by 
civilians of key posts in the pro- 
vincial administrations -— posts 
from which the next presidential 
election could be controlled. 

There was considerable specu- 
lation -that Peluffo’s move was 
not entirely disassociated with 
the Pan American Union's rebuff.

State Senator From 


Ozarks Opposes In- 
crease in Fund for De- 


pendent Children.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 16.— 


Senator W. H. Robinett of Moun- 
tain Grove, opposing an increased 
appropriation for aid to dependent 
children, in the Senate yesterday 
said that part of the social secur- 


ity program had resulted in a sub- 
Stantial increase in divorces and 
in illegitimate births in his part of 
Missouri, the Ozark hills section. 

The Senator did not advocaté 
abolition of such aid, but said that 
material changes in the law were 
necessary. : 

“I have personal knowledge,” he 
said, “of more than 75 divorces 
‘that were obtained solely that the 
family might obtain this aid-té 
dependent-children money. In most 
of these cases the parents of the 
children continued to live togeth- 
er after the divorces were granted. 
Although divorced, they live in 
adultery and the family life goes 
On just the same. 

“It is common knowledge down 
my way that this law has in- 
creased illegitimate children, and 
the fact that the mothers could 
obtain allotments because of the 
children is the explanation.” 

The Senate adopted the amend- 
ment increasing the House appro- 
priation item in the social security 
bill, which now allots $1,122,650 for 
aid to dependent children for the 
first six months of this year.. 

An amendment increasing. the 
direct relief item in the House 
social security bili $537,500. was 
adopted in the Senate, making the 
total direct .relief appropriation 
$1,500,000. 

The Senate also approved an 
amendment that decreased by $30,- 
700 the House appropriation for 
the State Department of Resources 
and Development, making the total 
$46,000. In the debate on the 
amendment, Senators asking for a 
large appropriation pointed out 
that activities of the department, 
which was created by the 1943 
General Assembly, would increase 
with postwar development and the 
institution of the proposed. Mis- 
sourl Valley Authority. 

A Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee substitute for the House 
bill appropriating money for op- 
eration of State eleemosynary in- 
stitutions was adopted. The sub- 
stitute increases appropriations 
for each hospital $10,000 above 
current operating expenses to cre- 
ate a reserve fund. 

The House temporary appropria- 
tion bills, amended by the Senate 
yesterday, will be on the House 
calendar today for approval be- 
fore being sent to the Governor.

Among the changes Banta listed: 
Increasing the maximum monthly 
benefits from $30 for a single per- 
son or $45 for man and wife to 
$40 a person. 

Reducing the residence require- 
ment to one year preceding the 
date of application, instead of 
the present five of the last nine 
years. 

Changing the name of the com- 
Mission .to State Public Welfare 
Comnmmssion, to avoid confusion 
with other agencies.

condition of applicants, when re- 
quested, 

Eliminating limitations on .the 
amount of property which may be 
owned by a recipient, and provide

Pepper Assails Wheeler. 

An administration supporter, 
Senator Pepper (Dem.), Florida, 
bounced to his feet as Wheeler fin- 
ished a three-and-a-half hour 
speech. Centering his fire on 
Wheeler’s repeated plea that the 
Allies abandon their “uncondition- 
al surrender” demand, Pepper 
said: 

“In my humble opinion, if he 
(Wheeler) persists in urging the 
abandonment of the purpose of 
unconditional surrender in this 
crisis, it might cost more Ameri- 
can lives than any statement Mr. 
Morgenthau may have made about 
destroying German industry.” Pep- 
per said he had no doubt that the 
Germans would report Wheeler’s 
views to their people. 

Expressing the opinion’ that 
“the peace was lost right here in 
the Senate after the last war,” 
Pepper called on his colleagues to 
agree to arm President Roosevelt 
with a statement of “what we will 
do and when we will do it” in sup- 
porting world peace moves. 

Wheeler said that every time he 
spoke out he expected to be 
charged with aiding the enemy, 
but added that he could “‘take it.”

RESIDENT ROOSEVELT’S 
administration was accused 
today by the Senate Judiciary 
Committee of having invaded the | 
field of Congressional authority 
by widespread use of executive 
orders. 

These directives, the committee | 
reported to Congress, “recently 
have ranged all the way from an 
executive order authorizing the 
seizure of a mail order house not 
engaged in war work” to a war 
agency order prohibiting mer- 
chants from selling bean-shooters. 

The report was filed in support 
of a committee request to the Sen- 
ate for an additional $10,000 to 
complete a subcommittee investi- 
gation of the constitutional or 
statutory authority for all execu- 
tive orders President Roosevelt 
has issued since he first entered 


The subcommittee consists of 
Committee Chairman McCarran 
(Dem.), Nevada, and Senators Mc- 
Farland (Dem.), Arizona, and 
Revercomb (Rep.), West Virginia. 

The report said that more than 
3600 executive orders had been 
issued by President Roosevelt 
alone, “some of which have no 
constitutional or statutory basis.” 

“The intent of Congress as ex- 
pressed in legislation,” it con- 
tinued, has upon various occasions 
“been misinterpreted in the issu- 
ance of various executive orders 
and departmental regulations and 
directives.” 

As a result, the report added, 
“our Government is becoming 
more and more a government by 
directive rather than a govern- 
ment of laws.” The committee said 
public interest required the find- 
ing out of “how much the United 
States is departing from constitu 
tional government.” 

The committee said that while 
Congress fixed by law the func- 
tions of the Department of Agri- 
culture, the President, by executive 
order, transferred many of its 
powers, duties and responsibilities 
to the War Food Administration. 

After citing this and other cases 
as evidence of a clash between 
the executive orders and the stat- 
utes, the committee said the clash 
“is continuing.”

ROOSEVELT PLEDGES U, S. AID

President Roosevelt has pledged 
American aid in the rehabilitation 
of Greece “in collaboration with 
our allies.”

In addition to many other jobs, I laid 
a total of three bricks and one of the 
construction workers saw me. 

The next morning about 30 men 
stopped me, pushed me around a little 
and told me to join the bricklayers’ 
union or I would be carried out in a 
wooden box. I was and still am a 
member of the UCW, affiliated with the 
United Mine Workers. Almost all the 
employes of the plant were members 
of the United Steel Workers. 

Two days after being pushed around, 
Y received a tip that they were going 
to try to beat me up, so I drove my 
heavy truck to work. When I got 
within two blocks of my job, they 
stopped a car in front of my truck and 
another on one side, and proceeded to 
chop out my windows with an ax, To 
protect myself, I was forced to wreck 
the car in front and knock several men 
off my running board. 

Toward evening, some ‘of my union 
brothers received word that the con- 
struction workers had sworn out a war- 
rant for my arrest for destruction of 
property. My union brothers helped me 
by a roundabout way to avoid the police 
and get back to St. Louis. 

It was a temptation to join the 
bricklayers’ union, because if I had I 
would have enjoyed a salary of over 
$100 a week. But it would certainly 
not have been fair to the public if I 
had taken out a craft card in a brand- 
new building where there would be very 
little brick repair for some time. At the 
rate of three bricks per| week, it would 
have cost over $35 per | brick. 

I am a little too old for the Army and 
a little too slow for the production line. 
However, I believe we should all enjoy 
the privilege of a job and a union card 
with the plant majority,

A good many things have happened in the 
past couple of weeks that seem at last to tell 
us where we’re going on foreign policy. We’ve 
got to arrive, somehow, at that security, that 
safeness for the world that is. the real thing 
worth fighting for. We can’t get there without 
a militant President, an alert, co-operative Senate 
and public opinion that demands this alm. 

Public opinion has been receptive for a long 
time. The Presigent’s message gave us new 
direction. Senators Vandenberg and Ferguson 
have broken down party and partisan lines and 
repudiated the old isolationism many feared 
they might return to. Vandenberg in particular, 
with the most stirring speech the Senate has 
heard in months, showed himself capable of 
great and thrilling intellectual growth as he 
pleaded with his colleagues “‘not to mistake the 
meaning of unity” or the/crying need for it 
among the Allies. 

Now Senator Connally has come out for the 
setting up of a provisional Uni Nations Coun- 
cil, pending establishment of a pe nent secur- 
ity organization. He has worked closely with 
the administration on all political aspects of for- 
eign policy, and it is a safe guess that he is 
getting his inspiration from the White House. 
This is the best sign yet that the President in- 
tends fully to implement the promise of. his¢ 
message to Congress: “We cannot and will not 
shrink from the political responsibilities which 
follow in the wake of battle.” 

The European Advisory Commission, which 


might have been the clearing house for Allied - 


political agreement, has been a high-sounding 
title and little more. It had neither weight nor 
organization back of it where such problems as 
those of Greece, Belgium, Italy and Poland are 
concerned—those very problems that Senator 
Vandenberg believes are soluble if only the 
United States asserts its moral force. The need 
for continuing consultation among the major 
powers and smaller countries has grown more 
desperate as Allied armies approach each new 
frontier. Creation of a United Nations council 
such as Connally proposes, and many others 
have léng clamored for, should come immediate- 
ly following the Big Three meeting. 

All these things, and the awakening leader- 
ship behind them, hold new hope for a just and 
workable peace. 

Vandenbeérg’s proposal for an immediate “po- 
licing” treaty may not go through as such, but it 
is fresh indication that this time the United 
States will not fight the war and walk out on 
the rest of the world when the shooting stops. 

It is well to remember, however, as we hail 
these new contributions to accord among the 
Allies, that some men have been out in front of 
the whole issue—that they saw the stumbling 
blocks .and the ways to remove them almost 
clairvoyantly. Willkie was such a one. Welles, 
Ball, Burton, Hatch and Hill and Fulbright have 
been such men. 

Sumner Welles has raised his voice consist- 
ently in the last year to warn of peril in the 
administration’s policy of postponing world polit- 
ical problems until the war is over. He has re- 
peatedly urged “immediate formation” of just 
such an interim council as Connally now urges. 

What Sumner Welles wrote last March is 
truer than ever: “The hour is very late indeed.” 
Vandenberg’s lofty words reminded us of it once 
again when he asked for “maximum united effort 
on all fronts . . . in our councils.” 
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Illinois in a Straitjacket 


Illinois needs a new Constitution, more badly 
in some respects than does Misgouri, which is 
voting on one next month. 

Consider a few of the Illinois Constitution’s 
defects: It was written in 1870, when the State 
was primarily agricultural, with less than a third 
of its present population, and few of its present 
problems. The Constitution has been amended 
only seven times in,75 years, the last time in 
1908, for the rigid requirements make amend- 
ment virtually impossible. ITllinois cannot have 
a State income tax under its archaic Constitution, 
so must place unjustly high levies on property. 
It cannot reform its courts, which badly need 
modernization, Its cities must run to the Legis- 
lature for authority on even minor issues. There 
has been no reapportionment of legislative and 
congressional seats since 1901,,so that represen- 
tation is highly unequal. 

Gov. Green, in his second inaugural address 
last week, urged ‘that steps be started for re- 
writing the antiquated, inflexible Constitution, 
It cannot. be a speedy process, and a new code 
could scarcely be ready for the voters before 
1948, but it is a task Illinois cannot postpone 
any ‘longer. Mr. Green spoke of housing pro- 
grams, airport development and revenue re- 
vision as some of the items on which the present 
code is a handicap. Illinois can profit by Mis- 
souri’s example in preparing for the postwar 
problems that will face all states. 
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Water Committee Agenda 

The Mayor's committee to investigate free 
services rendered to and by the Water Depart- 
ment is a good move if it goes far enough. We 
do not see how the committee could stop short 
of the following steps: 7 

First, it should recommend setting up the rev- 
enue and expense books so as to reveal clearly 
the reasonable value of all dealings between the 
department and other branches of the city gov- 
ernment. ; 

Second, it should recommend that the present 
capital value of the system be determined and 
that fixed-capital books with appropriate ac- 
counting for depreciation be established. In 
other words, there should be a perpetual valua- 
tion. Apparently no valuation has been made 
Sirice 1914, and it has not been kept up to date. 

The Mayor's call clearly covers the first ques- 
tion. If the purpose is to get the department 
on a plan of full and accurate reporting—and 
we think it is—it cannot do a full job without 
taking up the second as well. So long as we 
have only the vaguest idea what the system is 
worth, we have no way of telling whether rates 
are too high, or too low—or of telling, qven, 
whether the system is efficient. 

These recommendations, if acted upon favor- 
ably, would in all probability require a valua- 
tion and financial policy survey by competent 
consulting engineers and accountants. They pro- 
pose, we realize, a standard that many city- 
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owned utilities do not meet. But privately- 
owned utilities do meet it by requirement of 
law, and outstanding municipal utilities do so by 
choice. 

Perhaps no compulsion forces St. Louis to 
put its Water Department on a strictly-business 
basis. But good public business does call for 
precisely that. 
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Scarcity of School Board Entries 

Seven persons have announced their intention 
to run for five Board of Education positions. No 
petitions have been filed and the deadline is 
less than a week away. Isn’t this scarcity of 
candidates new proof that there is something 
seriously wrong with the St. Louis system of 
choosing board members? 

It certainly is. One handicap this year is the 
shortness of the filing time. Another, always 
prevalent, is the necessity for making a public 
campaign and soliciting political support, which 
does not appeal to many qualified persons. Still 
another is the requirement for 6799 names on 
a petition—a large number unless the candidate 
has a strong organization behind him. 

Another handicap, according to Dr. C. Oscar 
Johnson, is an “unfriendly press,” which criti- 
cises the board and discourages “good people” 
from becoming candidates. This puts the cart 
before the horse. The brawls and scandals that 
have marked School Board affairs for years dis- 
courage possible candidates, and also cause 
criticism by the press. The board itself, not the 
press, is responsible, and much of the board’s 
trouble is in the generally uninspiring caliber 
of its personnel for some time past. Hg 

A School Board election becomes a virtual 
farce with so few candidates for the five offices. 
If this is the best that the old system can do in 
getting outstanding citizens on the ticket, then 
isn’t it time for fresh consideration of the re- 
form plan.that was widely discussed last spring? 

Under that plan, there would be no chance for 
such an impasse as now appears likely. The 
appointments would be made by the Mayor, from 
a list of nominees prepared by a capable and 
representative panel of citizens. The new mem- 
bers would serve two years, then face confirma- 
tion or rejection by the voters for the remainder 
of their six-year terms, after the successful 
technique of the Missouri non-partisan court 
plan. This method should assure a high quality 
of membership, and end the need for petitions, 
political wire-pulling and expensive campaigns. 

There is plenty of evidence already to show 
that St. Louis will never get the kind of board 
that its schools deserve and need unless some 
such plan is adopted. This new demonstration 
ought to rouse fresh interest in bringing about 
adoption of the reform. 
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Induction for Nine Strikers 

If draft boards had become realistic months 
ago and inducted war-plant strikers into mili- 
tary service, there probably would have been 
fewer such strikes. The first instance of this 
procedure has just been reported, in the case 
of nine strikers at a Newark factory with Army 
and Navy contracts. It should serve as a whole- 
some warning for other war workers who may be 
tempted to disregard the orderly processes set up 
by law and quit their machines over a grievance. 

It cannot logically be said that this treat- 
ment of strikers is arbitrary or unduly harsh. 
The nine men had been deferred because of es- 
sential employment, and-they were bound by 
labor’s wartime no-strike pledge. When they 
struck, these men ceased their essential work 
and thus broke their end of the bargain, so the 
Government had good reason to withdraw its end. 
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Dr. Negrin’s Stand 


A Spanish Republican could, if he wished, 
make a persuasive case for Allied military in- 
tervention to overthrow the Franco Government, 
It is an enemy of the Allies and of democracy, 
he could point out, with ample documentation. 
The Gestapo practically runs Spain, he could de- 
clare, on the authority of the veteran appeaser, 
Lord Templewood (formerly Sir Samuel Hoare). 
Above all, this advocate might say, Franco gained 
power only through Axis intervention in the 
Spanish Civil War, so it would be justice for the 
Allies to step in and throw him out. 

It is to the credit of an eminent Spanish Re- 
publican spokesman, Dr. Juan Negrin, that he 
makes no such appeal. He is convinced that 
Spain some day will be free of Fascism again, 
and will have “a stable, tolerant and progressive 
Republic.” But as for intervention of the Al- 
lied powers—"“No! Emphatically, no!” The Re- 
public's last Premier considers the Spanish péo- 
ple fully capable of expelling their dictator some 
day. The new government, Negrin sees clearly, 
will command popular respect and possess sta- 
bility only if it arises by the will of the people, 
without support of foreign bayonets—a fact 
sadly overlooked ,by Mr. Churchill in his deal- 
ings with Greece ‘and Belgium. 

The Allied countries can respect this self- 
reliant stand of Free Spain’s spokesman. His 
attitude strengthens the case for severance of 
American diplomatic relations with Franco.

Both Michigan Senators wish us to be 
committed immediately to a guarantee of 
using force in the policing of Germany and 
Japan, to a pledge of membership in what- 
ever permanent international organization 
grows out of Dumbarton Oaks, and to par- 
ticipation in an interim United Nations 
counci] for dealing with political problems 
in the liberated areas. They plan to make 
this commitment conditional upon the 
agreement of the rest of the Afiies to for- 
swear further unilateral action in favor of 
collective measures, 


Ask World to Play Ball 


The authorship of these proposals is as 
important as the measures they recommend, 
It has never been a secret that the chief 
fear of our avoidance of postwar interna- 
tional responsibility has been based upon 
the unpredictable attitudes of Republican 
isolationists who, with a Democratic mi- 
nority, might combine to invoke the Sen- 
ate’s one-third veto power against any 
definite commitment on our part, 

But even obstinate Senators do not 
openly fly in the face of those who elect 
them to office. And it is of the utmost 
significance that Senators from the Middle 
West should reverse the earlier convictions 
of their party and region in order to invite 
the rest of the world to play ball with us. 


The Senators’ proposals are not perfect, 
The policing of Germany and Japan can be 
only one aspect of any truly far-reaching 
security system, And, while gently chiding 
the rest of the world about a disposition to 
override the first three clauses of the At- 
lantic Charter, those dealing with territorial 
aggression and the political rights of peo- 
ples, their statements significantly ignore 
other provisions which in some respects 
are even more important to bankrupt 
Europe than territorial and political guar- 
antees. 


Must Implement Pledges 


These are the pledges of equal access by 
all nations to world trade and raw mate- 
rials; full international economic collabora- 
tion and a removal of trade barriers; the 
creation of a peace insuring safety for the 
nations and freedom from want and fear 
for their peoples. j 

Without some move by us, as the wealth- 
jest and most economically powerful nation 
on earth, to implement these guarantees by 
proposals to lower tariff barriers, to in- 
augurate the discussion of economic co- 
operation and to make it easier for other 
nations to sell to us as well as to buy and 
borrow, the political pledges of the Charter 
must continue to sound hollow to some of 
our allies. 


But it is important to note also that Sen- 
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ator Vandenberg’s invocation of the Char- 
ter, exaggerated as were some of his ref- 
erences to the nation’s disillusionment over 
the President’s revelation that there existed 
no illuminated document suitable for pres- 
ervation in a museum, had none of the 
jealous unreason by which some of his 
colleagues in the Senate have sought to 
prove that we as a nation are too holy to 
play politics in a naughty world. 


Aid to President and Nation 


The concession that all proposed terri- 
torial changes will not necessarily be from 
predatory motives is an important one, 
opening the way to reasonable adjustment. 
It is bound to be duly noted by the Rus- 
sians, for instance; by the French, who 
hope for international control of the 
Rhine’s left bank, but who will undoubtedly 
seek to occupy it alone if no international 
guarantee is forthcoming, and by the tragic 
Netherlanders, whose fertile farms must 
remain impregnated by seawater for an- 
other generation. 


That two Middle West Republicans 
should urge formal acknowledgement of 
our responsibility toward creating and 
maintaining world order gives President 
Roosevelt the clearest mandate that any 
President of the United States has ever had. 


In his approaching Big Three conference, 
in later negotiations for a permanent peace, 
Mr, Roosevelt and those who will speak 
for him may proceed more free than before 
of the haunting fear of partisan revolt at 
home, He, and the nation with him, must 
be grateful that this momentous issue is 
being removed by initiative of his political 
opponents from the confused arena of par- 
tisan debate,

James F. Byrnes served 25 years in the

Let there be no more than 10 or 12 
committees in each house, he says. (There 
are now: 83 standing committees and 12 
special committees in the Senate; 47 stand- 
ing and eight special committees in the 
House.) 

Let the chairmen of the committees 


serve as a sort of congressional Cabinet, 


so that legislative work can be allocated 
and responsibility concentrated. 

Provide each committee with a perma- 
nent staff of trained career men, to advise 
and aid the committees on legislation. 

Invite members of the President’s Cab- 
inet onto the floors of Congress, to answer 
questions of Senators and Representatives. 

Increase the salaries of Representatives 
and Senators to $15,000 a year, and permit 
each one to pay at least $6000 for an assist- 
ant to take care of the needs of conatit- 
uents—leaving the legislators time to legis- 
late. 

All these sound like good suggestions, 
and we trust they will be considered by 
the ‘Maloney-Monroney group which igs to 
study ways for the self-improvement of 
the lawmaking and policy-shaping branch 
of our Government, 


Audacious World Power Plan 
Directed at Abolition of War 


“The Gentlemen Talk of Peace,” by William B. Ziff. 

(Macmillan Co., New York.) 

Despairing of peace, until the major 
power problems of the political world are 
reconciled, Mr. Ziff blandly offers the gen- 
tlemen who talk about outlawing war, but 
never do it, a new world of five self-con- 
tained Power Aggregates. The five groups 
are Russia, United Europe, a United Orient, 
a mighty Union of the West and a man- 
dated territory of Africa. 

His reorganization, audacious. enough to 
make a certain idolized statesman swallow 
his pugnacious black cigar, ashes, fire and 
all, calls for only two necessary prelimina- 
ries: (1) A declaration by Britain and 
the United States in favor of a Union of 


the West, with their representatives taking 


steps for the prompt amalgamation of the 
British-speaking nations in this direction. 
(2) An announcement in the name of the 
United States, Britain and Russia support- 
ing a European Union and decl g it in 
existence. 
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Each of the Power Aggregates would be 
completely federated, with all independent 
sovereignties within its boundaries erased. 
All the Aggregates would be brought to- 
gether in a loosely joined world order, set- 
tling fundamental questions by agreement, 
a@ process not possible in the present world 
where political, ecOnomic and military 
power is unequally distributed, 

The Union of the West-North and South 
America, the British Isles, Australasia and 
the islands of the Pacific south of Formosa 
and west of Borneo and Java is presented 
as the perfect example of how each of the 
Power Aggregates would be capable of sus- 
taining itself through its own markets and 
resources. It ig pictured as a fabulous 
Utopia of safety, wealth and prosperity. Its 
creation, the author says, would usher in 
a Golden Age for the United States that. 
would shame our wildest dreams. Raw 
materials would be limitless. Great cities 
would arise, The torrid jungles would be 
transformed into a prosperous countryside. 
Exploration and creative work would con- 
sume the energies of reatiess men.

Ftut the fact ia that all owr al- 
lies, not only Britain and the 
Soviet Union, but also France and 
the smalier allies-- The Nether- 
lands, Belgium, Czechoslovakia 
and Norway--have felt compelled 
to make political decisions and 
reach agreements, or if they have 
refrained, they have done so re- 
luctantly and only out of fear of 
incurring our disapproval. 

If we are honest with ourselves, 
we shall recognize that our allies 
have been making “unilateral” de- 
cisions and signing “bilateral” 
agreements in the period when we 
have been interposing a unilateral 
veto upon all decisions, and a uni- 
lateral disapproval of all agree- 
ments, 

Our policy of postponement rest- 
ed in part on a theory that politi- 
cal decisions could be made more 
impartially after the war. than 
during it. But there is no doubt 
that the policy was reinforced by 
the fear that any concrete deci- 
sion of a publicly disputed issue 
must displease many American 
voters, and thus jeopardize the 


ratification 6f the treaties which 
are to be laid before the Senate. 


Vicious Circle. 


So a vicious circle was created: 
fearing to settle issues which could 
not be. postponed, we have made 
the settlements worse than they 
might otherwise have been. For 
instead of exerting our influence to 
promote the compromises which 
were possible, our influence has 
been exploited by irreconcilables 
who did not wish to compromise. 
It has been the moderates on both 
sides of the Polish-Soviet dispute 
who have been pushed aside be- 
eause our influence has not been 
exerted to promote an adjustment 
but to postpone a settlement. 

The immense import of Senator 
Vandenberg's proposal is that it 
would end the policy of postpone- 


ment, and thus restore American 


influence in the settlement of 
Europe. He has seen what so many 
of our anguished idealists have not 
seen, that 
seeking is first of all security 
against the revival of German 
militarism and aggression. 

He has not fallen into the ju- 
venile error of thinking that Brit- 
ain and Russia and France have 
forgotten about Germany, and are

Some servicemen may re- 
quire 10, 15 or 20 weeks to ad- 
just themselves to a normal, 
peacetime pace, and may have to 
try four or five jobs before they 
can hold their own; he continued. 

Reporting on training «in the 
A. A. F, hospitals, Col. Rusk said 
creative activity for patients has 
shortened the convalescence pe- 
riod, reduced hoapitel readmis- 
sions, increased soldiers’ effi- 
clency, and paved the way for 
more satisfying civilian careers. 
Eighty per cent of the patients 
entering convalescent hospitals re- 
turn to duty with the Air Forces, 
and 90 per cent of the rest assume 
sound places in civilian life, he 
pointed out. 

Officers and enlisted men ad- 
ministering convalescent training 
in 75 hospitals in this area are 
attending a three-day conference 
at Hotel Jefferson. A tour of the 
regional hospital at Scott Field 
was on today’s program.

“Get a sick American boy to 
yell, ‘Kill the wmpire!’ and you've 
placed. him on the road to re- 
covery,” Maj. Alfred Fleishman, of 
the Air Surgeon's office, declaretl 
in emphasizing the part played by 
competitive sports in the rehabili- 
tation work.

GERMAN-BURN HERO 
NILLED IN LEYTE FIGHT 


Capt. Bottcher Became Amer- 
ican Citizen by Special 
Act of Congress.

WITH THIRTY-SECOND DI- 
VISION IN THE PHILIPPINES, 
Jan. 16 (AP), Capt. Herman 
Bottcher, hero of the Southwest 
Pacific war, has been killed in 
action, division headquarters 
nounced today. 

The German-born @soldier, 
won battlefield promotion fro 
staff sergeant to captain in New 
Guinea's bloody Buna campaign, 
was mortally wounded by enemy 
mortar fire New Year's eve on a 
hill overlooking Leyte’s northwest 
coast. 

In the Leyte fighting as in 
previous New Guinea campaigns, 
Bottcher operated almost continu- 
ously behind enemy lines, harass- 
ing and gathering vital informa- 
tion, He sometimes removed ene- 
my bridges piece by piece and hid 
them in the jungle for later Amer- 
ican use. 

Because he had served as a 
major in the Abraham Lincoln 
brigade in the Spanish Civil War, 
Congress. had to pass a special 
act providing him American cit- 
izenship necessary to his cap- 
taincy. 

His men idolized the mild-man- 
nered bottcher. One of them 
said: “It’s actually fun working 
out there with him.

Tomorrow

HETHER tongue is fresh or 
W smokea, it needs a _ good 

scrubbing in lukewarm wa- 
ter with a good stiff brush, par- 
ticularly at the root end. Then 
cover with barely enough water 
to come up over the tongue and 
the resulting liquid will be of good 
concentrated flavor. It should be 
cooked in a covered container at 
the simmering temperature, long 
enough to be really tender. When 
it is completely cooked, the roots 
can be removed in one clean out 
mass, and the skin peeled easily 
in long wide strips. The rooted 
and peeled tongue should be 
returned to a container and com- 
pletely covered with broth and 
placed in the refrigerator until 
ready for use. This will keep 
the tongue juicy. Plain sliced 
boiled tongue is one of the favo- 
rite ways of serving it, but the 
tip and the root end also make 
delicious casserole dishes. In 
these, the broth may be thick- 
ened to supply the necessary gravy 
or moisture. The broth also makes 
an excellent soup base. Clean 
flavored and colored ‘broth results 
only from clean tongue. 


BREAKFAST: Chilled grape- 
fruit halves, scrambled eggs with 
frizzled ham, rye toast. 


LUNCHEON: Sardine sand- 
wiches, hot cabbage slaw, carrot 
sticks, plum dumplings. 


Plum Dumplings. 


This dumpling without fruit 
makes a good meat accompani- 
ment, or made with fruit is a de- 
licious dessert. Peel and cook 
one pound potatoes in salted Water 
until soft. Drain, rice into a bowl 
and let cool. Drop one egg into 
potatoes, beat well and add one- 
haif cup flour, pinch nutmeg, 
three-fourths teaspoon salt and 
one-fourth teaspoon baking pow- 
der, which have been sifted to- 
gether. Mix well, Mix one-fourth 
cup sugar, one-fourth teaspoon 
cinnamon and one-half teaspoon 
lemon rin. Split eight prune plums 
(from one can) on one side, re- 
move stones carefully and fill 
hollows with one-half teaspoon of 
the sugar - cinnamon mixture. 
Shape potato dough into a short 
roll and cut into eight pieces. 
Flatten each piece with palm of 
hand, using just enough flour to 
keep dough from sticking to the 
hands and board, Place a plum 
in center of each patty, draw up 
edges, pinching together to form 
a smooth ball. Drop into boiling 
salted water, move gently with 
spoon to keep from sticking to 
bottom of pan. Dumplings will 
sink to bottom at first, then rise 
to top. Cook uncovered eight to 
10 minutes. Drain carefully and 
turn into dish. Brown one-half 
cup dry bread crumbs in two 
tablespoons margarine. Add the 


remaining sugar-cinnamon mix- . 


ture. Stir well and sprinkle over 
the dumplings. Serve immediately. 

DINNER: Boiled smoked tongue, 
oven fried potatoes, baked acorn 
squash, pickled peaches and ripe 
olives, bread, custard pie. 


Boiled Smoked Tongue. 


Cover four pounds smoked 
tongue with cold water. Let water 
come to a boil, drain off and cover 
tongue again with cold water. 
Add 3 branches celery, one whole 
carrot, one small onion, five whole 
black peppers, three whole cloves, 
one small bay leaf. Cover. Sim- 
mer about three to four hours. 
Lift tongue ,from 
into cold water to cool slightly, 
then remove and discard skin and 
roots at base. Return tongue to 
liquid and let remain until serv- 
ing time. Water in which tongue 
is cooked may be used for cook- 
ing vegetables. Serve with hot 
savory sauce, made by combining 
one-half cup fruit butter or jelly, 
one-fourth cup combined water 
and tongue liquid; dash salt and 
two teaspoons prepared horserad- 
ish, Heat and pour over slices 
of hot, cooked tongue. Milk to 
drink in addition to that used in 
today’s menu four for each child, 
two for each adult,

‘ r4 EART acks,” “angina 
H pectoris” — these terms 
to the 


bring a dread connotation 

average person. One’s 
morning paper seldom lacks the 
account of a person in the full 
surge of activity who suddenly 
passed away with a heart attack. 
Of course, “heart attack” is used 
quite indiscriminately nowadays: 
anyone who passes away sudden- 
ly has had a “heart attack.” It 
may not be his heart at all. But 
the fear remains. . 

This picture so *gtrongly im- 
planted in the public mind takes 
no account of the thousands of 
men and women who have anginal 
attacks and have had them for 
years and who go about their 
business pretty generally enjoy- 
ing themselves, with no fear of 
any impending calamity. It all 
depends upon the point of view. 

I know plenty 
should by all the rules have been 
dead long ago. But there they go 
bustling about busily getting 6% 
when lots of healthier people are 
only getting four. 


‘FOR THE MAN or woman who 
has just had the first anginal at- 
tack the outlook looks a good deal 
blacker than need be. I find in a 
recent treatise that there are 68 
methods of treatment’ of angina 
that have been used at a certain 
American hospital and nearly 30 
per cent of all the patients re- 
sponded strikingly to one or more 
of these forms of treatment. So 
much so that they have been go- 
ing® about th..r business for years 
without any discomfort or dis- 
ability. Nearly 40 per cent did 
moderately well, making 70 per 
cent of all such patients who are 
living out a pretty full schedule 
of activity and in enjoyment of 
their faculties and happiness of 
life. 

The fellow who after his first 
attack of angina just decides to 
lie down and wait for death is 
really dying unnecessarily before 
his time. 

It is possible to judge whether 
a patient with angina is respond- 
ing to treatment by giving him an 
exercise test. There are several 
types of these, The general prin- 
ciple is to measure the amount of 
work which will induce an attack 
of angina. The test must be con- 
ducted under standard conditions. 
For instance, the temperature of 
the room must be the same, and 
the test must be given at least an 
hour after meal time. The exer- 
cise itself is not strenuous, .con- 
sisting, in most forms, of walking 
up and down a few steps. 

Those who show an increase in 
exercise tolerance under treatment 
of 100 per cent or more usually 
have complette or almost complete 
freedom from attacks in daily lifef 
An increase of exercise tolerance 
of 30 to 75 per cent is usually asso- 
ciated with some improvement in 
number and intensity of the at- 
tacks. 


SO PEOPLE DO GET over an- 
gina, serious disease though it is. 
I would be the last to say that a 
patient afflicted with angina 
should plan a hard and strenuous 
program of life. But an attack 
does not mean that he is doomed 


' to a sick room for the rest of his 


days. 

After all, the first doctor who 
ever described angina, William 
Heberden, had as his first patient 
an old man, part of whose cure 
was sawing so much wood a day. 
That is really graduated exercise, 
and he lived a long time. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 

Q@. When one of my .two chil- 
dren, 3 and 6, receives a gift we 
must match it as soon ag possible 
for the other child, Otherwise, 
the second child is very’ unhappy. 
What should we do? 

A. This is a very expensive and 
pernicious practice, There is no 
better way to make these children 
very selfish. Explain to them that 
from now on this practice will 
end, that each will have to wait 
until his own birthday, and that 
when one receives a gift the other 
can hope for one at some later 
time. When you buy gifts for both 
at the same time don't. select 
identical gifts. Let the one have 
a cart, for example, and the other 
a wagon, Then they will soon dis- 
cover it to their advantage to ex- 
change playthings occasionally 
and to co-operate at play.

Movieland's Magnificent Blunders 


HOLLYWOOD. 

F you think the big-name mas- 
J terminas of Hollywood produc- 

tion never make mistakes—don't 
you believe it. 

High and large loom their names 
on the billboards. They’re built 
up in the fan magazines as artis- 
tic wonder-men of the celluloid 
drama. Their names dwarf those 
of the stars when picture credits 
flash on the screen. 

They're mighty smart boys, 
these producers, but they do make 
mistakes. Plenty of them, and 
costly ones. .Some of these mis- 
haps you hear about but for the 
most part they’re kept under 
wraps. 

There was the boy-genius head 
of a major studio who read “Gone 
With the Wind” and turned it 
down—because it was “too long 
and draggy.” That was a dozen 
years ago. Today we're training 
the spotlight on the more current 
bungles—but ‘these are ones that 
turned out happily. 

The two most magnificent blun- 
ders of 1944 are traced to a couple 
of pictures called “Going My 
Way” and “Laura.” 

Most fans have seen “Going My 
Way” once, twice or even three 
times. It’s a one-to-twenty shot to 
win Academy honors next March 
and will gross in the neighborhood 
of 10 million dollars. 

“Laura,” on the other hand, is 
a newcomer, out just a few weeks. 
However, it is already playing to 
sensational business. From all in- 
dications, it will prove the biggest 
money-making picture—per dollar 
invested—to come out of Twen- 
tieth Century-Fox in years. 

The story behind each of these 
1944 sensations is the same—mas- 
terminds tried desperately to 
thwart their production. No one 
but their chosest sponsors thought 
they held the slightest promise of 
becoming salable film fare. In 
the face of all the criticism and 
active opposition, it is strange, in- 
deed, how either managed to get 
before the cameras at all.

HE travels of “Laura” began 

that day last March when Fox 

writer finished the script and 
sent it over to David O. Selznick 
for approval.

The three no- 
trump bid made by North is in- 
variably motivated and “justified™ 
by-such reasoning as this: South 
opened the bidding and then, over 
North’s not particularly strong 
takeout of two clubs, announced 
the strength necessary for a two 
no-trump call. Well, North has a 
pretty good club suit and substan- 
tial strength in diamonds, as well 
as a reasonable fit for South's 
spades. “Surely,” North says to 
himself, “South must have hearts 
well stopped!” On that conclusion 
North bids three no-trump with 
complete confidence. 

Well, the proof is in the eating. 
South does ave hearts well 
stupped, especially with the lead 
coming up to him, yet three no- 
trump cannot be made, whereas 
four spades is “just a breeze.” 
What's the answer? The Answer 
is that North should bid, not three 
no-trump, but three spades! Con- 


trary to the opinion of many play~ 


ers, a three-spade hid in this po~ 
sition does not show four trumps 
—it merely says to South, “I have 
some support for spades, your first 
suit, so please go ahead and 
choose between spades and no- 
trump.” 

Obviously, given such a choice, 
South would bid four spades,
